Drs. BE. K. Sprague, G. M. Magruder, G. M. Corput, 
8S. B. Gibbs and W. C. Hobdy, of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service, who sailed on the St. Louis 
on Dec. 14, will be stationed at Buropean ports to see 
that all vessels with immigrants bound for the United 
States have a clean bill of health, without which they 
cannot enter our ports. Ten other physicians will follow 
them. The doctors will be stationed at the American 
consulates of BHuropean ports. 





Edmund Boltwood, late Captain, 20th Kansas Infan- 
try, U. S. V., publishes in the Springfield (Mass.) “Re- 
publican” a letter, in which he says, concerning the al- 
leged shooting of Filipino prisoners by some unnamed 
member of the 20th Kansas Volunteers: “I had heard 
that prisoners were shot, but personally I knew nothing 
about it.’ He gives as witnesses to the fact of the 
shooting Lieut. Ferguson, of the 36th Infantry, and 
Privates Hushey and Thorne, of the 11th Cavalry. 


It has been thoroughly demonstrated in the immediate 
past that the armored train is a very important feature 
in certain kinds of warfare. Realizing this fact, the 
German Government has decided to adopt the armored 
train as a regular feature of war equipment. Bxtensive 
experiments have been recently carried on by the Ger- 
man War Department with the armored train, and va- 
rious types have been used. All of the trains tried have 
been made at the Krupp’s works. It has been found that 
a light armored train armed with small caliber rapid-fire 
guns gives the best results. These cars are open at the 
top.

The Naval Academy has recently had a notable visitor, 
Mr. ©. J. Petherick, of London. Mr. Petherick is 
the executive in the office of B. F. Stevens, London, who 
transacts all the foreign business for the American naval 
officers, and as such, during the year, Mr. Petherick per- 
forms innumerable friendly offices for the personnel of 
the service, for which he takes not the slightest pecu- 
niary reward. Mr. Petherick, with his wife, is on his 
first visit to America, and has received many courtesies 
from the naval officers. At Annapolis he was the guest 
of Comdr. R. R. Ingersoll, U. S. N., and called upon 
Admiral MeNair, visited the Officers’ Club, and the 
departments of the Academy. He was greatly pleased 
with the institution.

Capt. Carl Reichmann, 17th Inf.. has been assigned to 
duty in the Transvaal as an observer of the military 
methods of the Boer armies. The assignment is in con- 
sequence of information which has recently come to the 
War Department to the effect that the French, German, 
and probably other nations of Europe, have military offi- 
cers accompanying the Boer armies. Mr. Hollis, United 
States Consul at Pretoria, was directed to ask President 
Kruger if he would allow an American, officer the same 
privilege. The request was immediately granted. Capt. 
Reichmann is an officer peculiarly adapted for this duty, 
being a keen observer of military matters and a man of 
high standing in the Army. His reports to the War De- 
partment will be awaited with a great amount of inter- 
est. 








Ordnance officers are seriously considering the advisa- 
bility of making a change in the army pistol. At the 
present time a very important test of pistols is in prog- 
ress at the Springfield Armory. The object of this test 
is to do away with the present revolver feature of the 
pistol mechanism and to get a pistol which will in effect 
be an automatic hand machine gun. It is the intention 
of the ordnance officers to obtain, if possible, a pistol of 
the magazine type and already several of the more noted 
guns of this description have been examined and com- 
pared with the Colt and Smith & Wesson revolvers. The 
several types of automatic mechanisms for small arms 
are represented in the Mauser, Bergmann and Mann- 
licher pistols. These pistols have the advantageous fea- 
ture of the magazine which can be filled in one operation 
by means of a clip holding the cartridges.

The report of Maj. John Van R. Hoff, president of the 
Consolidated Board of Charities of Porto Rico, shows 
in statistical form the work of the relief department 
in that island at the close of the week ending Dec. 9, 
1899. In a total population of 916,425, representing 70 
municipalities, 538,546 rations were issued. The indi- 
gent numbered 142,808, the sick 11,320, and 473 deaths 
were registered. Of the men who received help, 11,928 
did work in return for the rations issued to them. Issue 
was suspended in 16 municipalities and closed in 21 di- 
visions and districts of municipalities whose population 
reached 253,404. No reports are shown from two mu- 
nicipalities. In Manati, whose population is 12,516, the 
largest number of rations were issued, 144,088. Sabana- 
grande, with a population of 10,000, received 659 ra- 
tions, the smallest number issued to one municipality.

Sup- 
pression is a bitter pill for journalists to swallow, but 
suppression in such a manner oblicits our pity. Poor 
‘Independencia’—an unfortunate title—-what a sad fate 
has been yours, and yet what a long holiday your editor 
will now be enabled to take after his onerous, if not hon- 
orable, duties, so long, so ably, and so lacktruthfully 
performed. And to Col. Wessels, of the 3d Cavalry, lies 
the credit of the suppression, though it all occurred 
through an accident! Capturing a train of bull carts near 
San Nicholas, a search revealed that it was laden with 
the entire outfit of the poor ‘Independencia.’ ” 


A Havana correspondent, referring to the reception 
given by General Leonard Wood on his assumption of 
the duties of Governor General, says: “Every one was 
anxious to see and meet the man who, within the brief 
space of eighteen months has risen from an Army Sur- 
geon with the rank of Captain to be a Major General. 
Surrounding General Wood were veterans of the Civil 
War, men grown old in hard service both then and later 
on the frontier, and yet some of them wearing but Cap- 
tain’s shoulder straps still. Besides General and Mrs. 
Ludlow and General Wood, General Chaffee and Col. 
Richards, both of the staff, were in the receiving party. 
Huge baskets of roses were scattered about the rooms. 
All of the officers in the department were present, with 
a single exception, the one who remained at Cabanas to 
superintend the firing of salutes. General Wood wears 
his honors easily, yet with a dignity that is impressive.” 

The recommendations of the various department chiefs 
of the War Department to the Secretary of War have 
now all been made, and it is thought that the bill of the 
department to Congress will be in condition to submit 
in the very near future. Nearly all of the Chiefs have 
asked that means be taken to give them control of their 
own transportation of supplies. The acting Commissary 
General has requested to have authority over all rail- 
way and steamboat transportation for his supplies. and 
has made a strong argument showing the necessity of 
such authority being granted. The question of transporta- 
tion has been the cause of considerable discnssion on the 
part of the various departments of the staff. It is claimed 
that, although the Quartermaster’s Department has done 
excellent work in the matter of handling the supplies of 


various kinds, the methods could he greatly improved 
upon by those interested in seeing the supplies of their 


own departments safely taken to the place for which they 
were intended. 














We are in hopes that the rigor of the censorship of 
Army Ordnance news will be abated. The only result 
of it will be to prevent our own Army from obtaining 
the information they should have. Foreign attachés 
will not go to the newspapers for ordnance news. They 
have other ways of obtaining it. The Navy Depart- 
ment freely publishes what goes on at Indian Head, the 
proving ground for the Navy. News of the tests of new 
battleship armor, new guns, new explosives and the 
like reaches the newspapers very regularly. The experi- 
ence of our Navy officers abroad makes them excellent 
judges of what is the best policy about communicating 
news, and the Navy ordnance officers are more liberal, 
because they are not so close a corporation as the Army 
Ordnance Corps. We hope to see a more liberal spirit 
controlling the Army Ordnance Office. It is unjust to 
the active and earnest men in the corps that so much se- 
erecy should be observed as to what they are doing. It 
does no good, but it does subject them to misapprehen- 
sion and brings them into disfavor. 


The New York “Telegram” calls attention to the fact 
that while the officers of our army are well paid as com- 
pared with those of European armies, their pay is ab- 
surdly small when we consider their duties and responsi- 
bilities. It says: “Promotion in the Army is so slow, 
the pay so meager, that it affords little inducement to 
any except those who are endowed with patriotism and 
the military spirit. No wonder that General Lawton 
on his meager pay could not own his home clear of in- 
debtedness. No wonder that his family is now in strait- 
ened circumstances. The public will not let the family of 
this hero suffer, and it ought to see to it that all Army 
officers are better paid. Those who think the Army is 
nothing but a nice place wherein to loaf and wear gold 
lace had better study statistics. General Lawton had 
an exceptionally brilliant career, and was promoted rap- 
idly, by comparison, for brilliant services, yet two years 
ago he was only drawing $3,000 a year and paying all 
his expenses, which were heavy. This nation ought to 
deal fairly by its heroes, whether they fall in action or 
survive campaigns. We are too rich to be niggardly.” 
Clerks in the New York municipal departments receive 
$3,000 a year and some of the judges get nearly six 
times as much.

We note an important general court-martial convened 
by Maj. Gen. Merritt, to meet at Washington Barracks, 
D. C., Jan. 6, which, it is understood, is for the trial of 
Capt. R. W. Shufeldt, U. 8S. A., retired, who, upon the 
advice of his counsel, some time ago, declined to obey an 
order from the War Department directing him to place 
himself within the jurisdiction of the civil courts of 
Maryland, where he was made a defendant in divorce 
proceedings. The court had ordered Capt. Shufeldt to 
pay his wife a stated amount of alimony, but he evaded 
payment by remaining outside of the State of Maryland.

His refusal to comply with the order of the Maryland 
court was based upon advice of his counsel that he was 
relieved of the payment of alimony by reason of a de- 
cision by the courts of the District of Columbia declaring 
him a bankrupt. The Secretary of War directed Capt. 
Shufeldt to place himself under the jurisdiction of the 
Maryland ceurts, but his attorney advised him to decline 
to obey the order. Capt. Shufeldt, in a letter to Secre 
tary Root, protested against the order as unreasonab)e, 
and declined to obey. Col. F. L. Guenther, 4th Art., is 
the president of the court, and Capt. D. H. Boughton, 
3d Cav., the Judge Advocate. 








It is probable that in the near future there will be a 
complete reorganization of the commands in Cuba. The 
policy of the War Department, founded upon the recom- 
mendations of Maj. Gen. Wood, is to make a great and 
material reduction in the force now doing duty in that 
island, As stated in the Journal of last week, a move- 
ment is under way to organize and equip several regi- 
ments of natives, to be commanded by American officers 
of the Regular Army. With the organization of this 
force there will not be any further necessity of main- 
taining the present large force of United States troops in 
Cuba. It is intimated that with the change in the force 
now in Cuba there will be a corresponding change in the 
number of departments, The island is at present divid- 
ed into four departments which will probably be re- 
duced to two. General Wilson, who commands the 
combined departments of Matanzas and Santa Clara, 
has been ordered to Washington and it is not believed 
that he will ever return to Cuba in a military capacity. 
The departments of Santiago and Puerto Principe are 
at present without any commanding officer. General 
Merriam, now in command of the Departments of Col- 
orado and Missouri will, it is believed, be ordered to 
Cuba to command these departments. He is very anx- 
ious to be ordered out of this country, it is stated, and 
the Department will now grant his request for foreign 
service.

The commission for the establishment of an American 
library at Manila, under the auspices of the Red Cross 
Societies of California, which is now permanently or- 
ganized, makes an appeal to the public for donations of 
books and money to facilitate its work. The appeal 
states that at the present date the Army in the Philip- 
pines should number 65,000 officers and men. This force, 
aside from its special purposes, represents the great civ- 
ilizing power of the nation, and upon the nation is placed 
the burden of a great educational mission. To Ameri- 
canize the islands acquisition and conquest is not enough. 
This must be followed by a gradual and systematic in- 
troduction of every element that has placed the English- 
speaking nationalities in the vanguard of progress. The 
Army leads the way, and civilians will follow. The 
plan for the establishment of an American library in 
Manila, primarily for the use and benefit of the Army, 
originated with the late Col. J. D. Miley, U. S. A., 
whose death caused a suspension of the work. Under 
the initiative of Asst. Surg. Gen. and Mrs. Charles R. 
Greenleaf, as director, the present commission, made 
up of college presidents and other well known men and 
women, has actively resumed the work of organizing a 
permanent American library. Dr. Jacob Voorsanger, of 
San Francisco, is president, and William S. McClure, 
secretary of the commission. Books may be forwarded 
free of cost to “Headquarters American Library for 
Manila,” care of Mrs. I. Lowenberg, room 238 Phelan 
Building, San Francisco. They will be received and 
classified by a corps of Red Cross workers and for- 
warded by the courtesy of the Government on Army 
transports to Manila. The commission is engaged in an 
important work and its efforts to improve the condition 
of our troops in the Philippines are worthy of every en- 
couragement. 








Plans are being considered for enlarging the scope of 
the course in electricity at Fort Monroe for enlisted men 
in the army. Recently, this subject has assumed much 
importance in connection with the coast defences. It is 
the intention of the authorities of the War Department 
to have a well-equipped force of electricians in the Army 
to meet any emergency which may arise. With this end 
in view steps will be taken to greatly enlarge the elec- 
trical equipment at many of the Army posts and to have 
competent instructors to train the men. The creation of 
the new grade of Hlectrical Sergeant has made it impera- 
tive for the enlisted men to have a more extended know!- 
edge of electrical matters than the mere ability to trans- 
mit messages over the wires. Some time ago a board of 
officers was appointed to formulate rules for the examt- 
nation of electrical sergeants. General Greely, Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army, is naturally much interested 
in the plans for training electricians for service in the 
Army and will lend his aid wherever needed. The need 
of trained electricians in the Philippine Islands has been 
demonstrated recently in the work which has devolved 
upon the members of the Signal Corps in those islands. 
The Signal Corps in the Philippines has undergone 2 
complete reorganization during the last few months. It 
is stated that not more than five of the enlisted men of 
that corps who were on duty in the islands six months 
ago are still on duty there. As has been stated in the 
Journal, Lieut. Col. James Allen has recently relieved 
Maj. R. BE. Thompson as Chief Signal Officer of the 
8th Army Corps. At the present time nineteen officers 
and 300 men of this corps are on duty in the Philippines 
and two officers are now en route for that station. Gen- 
eral Greely will ask Congress for a material increase in 
the commissioned and enlisted strength of the corps, and 
provisions for this will be contained in the bill now being 
prepared for Congress by the Adjutant General. 
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SOME HINTS FOR ENGLISH OFFICERS. 


In 1868 when the experiences of our Civil War were 
still fresh in recollection General Francis J. Lippett, 
who served with the Volunteers in that war, published 
a series of handy volumes on military subjects, and these 
have not yet lost their value. Among them is a volume, 
on “Special Operations of War,” wherein are to be found 
some lessons especially to be commended to the attention 
of the English military commanders in South Africa. 


In a chapter on forcing the passage of rivers the cross- 
ing of the Brandywine by the British in 1777 is cited as 
an illustration of the skill that may be shown in divert- 
ing an enemy from the point where it is intended to 
force the passage of a stream so as to make the move- 
ment secure. In this case the Americans lacked cavalry 
and were unable to watch the river as far up as the 
point Where General Howe crossed. As the Boer army 
abounds in mounted men it is probable that General 
Buller when he attempted to cross the Tu was 
unable to turn their flank as Howe did the flank of his 
enemy at Bran ine. Bonaparte in 1796 succeeded 
in crossing the Po by making a forced march of 48 
miles in hours and in a similar manner he passed the 
Mincio in the same year. It was by a flank movement 
that Marmont was able to carry his 42,000 men over 
the Douro in the face of Wellington’s Army, during the 
campaign of 1812. It was by confusin and misleading 
Pope as to his intentions that General te succeeded in 
getting his Armiy across the Rappahannock in 1862 and 
eel Pope’s position by Thoroughfare Gap. By a sim- 
ilar movement Rosecrans stole the march on Bragg at 
the Tennessee River in Sept. 1863, and Sherman forced 
Johnston to abandon his defence of the Chattahoochee 
in July, 1864. The most masterly movement in this line 
during the Rebellion was that by which Grant, in June, 
1N¢4, carried his great Army across the James, with its 
artillery and trains, without exciting even the suspicions 
of Lee as to his purpose. Lee was deceived by the feint 
of in attack upon Richmond, and, with the exception of 
a few men in Warren’s Corps who were enga in this 
feint attack, Grant did not lose a man or an animal. 
The movement was a difficult one as the troops were 
obliged to eross the Chickahominy en route to the 
James, and to make exhausting forced marches of from 
»5 to 30 miles. 

For some reason the English commanders do not seem 
to have trusted anything to the legs of their soldiers 
and apparently find no other resources in South Africa 
than that of a direct attack, even in conducting opera- 
tion in whieh they are at so much ae as in 
crossing a river. The Modder and the Tugela both tell 
the same story. It is the whole art of war to so maneuv- 
er is to have your enemy at a disadvantage. This may 
be accomplished by a superiority in forces in discipline 
and training for the field, in arms, or in the capacity for 
rapid movement. Thus far the English have not had 
the advantage of the Boers in any one of these requi- 
Superiority in numbers the English will undoubt- 
edly gain when J have had time to bring their men 
on to the field. eanwhile all they apparently hope 
for is to avoid further disaster.

ENGLAND’S MILITARY MISTAKES. 


It may interest the gentlemen who have had so much 
to say about the inferiority of our military administra- 
tion as compared with that of England to note these 
facts: 

ist. The Highland Brigade, in the attack at the Mod- 
der River, wore in a heat nearly 90 degrees in the shade, 
the heavy uniforms they are accustomed to at home. 

2d. There has been a serious failure in staff service 
in South Africa. To this in part is due the fact that 
General White’s left wing lost first its ammunition and 
then itself. General Gatacre marched his men blindly 
into a trap, and left 670 prisoners. Lord Methuen’s ad- 
vance is torn to pieces before the troops had even de- 
ployed for the attack. 

3d. “Plumes, red tape and favoritism” have been 
quite as controlling in English military affairs as ~ 
have ever been in this country. The head of the Britis 
Army was evidently selected for other reasons than be- 
cause he was Hngland’s abiest soldier, and he has the 
reputation of being influenced in his choice of men by 
other considerations than those of experience and ability. 
“The jealousies of red tapeism are at the bottom of all 
our troubles,” an Hnglish officer is quoted by the “Her- 
ald” as saying.

one of the best informed men on the subject of the Brit- 
ish Army and the personality of British officers, in a let- 
ter to the New York “Sun” says: 
“There can be no question that the British Ministry 
felt compelled to ignore the jealous feelings of Viscount 
Wolseley and to send Lord Roberts to the front. This 
step will kindle enthusiasm among Irishmen in the fight- 
ing forces of Great Britain, and the fact that the white- 
haired General takes leave of home and country at a 
tine when his heart is sore and sad with bereavement 
will awaken a degree of popular feeling in Bngland, 
which, while it may save the British Government from 
defeat, will pierce the bubble which has forced itself to 
the head of the British Army in the person of Viscount 
Wolseley, who is well-known to be jealous of every _of- 
ficcr who has a greater reputation than his own. But 
it is, perhaps, not generally known in this country, that 
the British Army is divided into two factions. ose 
who supported Lord Wolseley in. his reconstruction of the 
British Army on the lines of ‘short service,’ and those 
who were opposed tooth and nail to this policy, and who 
were followers of Lord Roberts in his condemnation of 
the ‘short-service system,’ and, in fact, to Lord Wolse- 
ley’s entire policy. It is an immense victory for Roberts 
and his friends, and practically a death blow to Viscount 
Wolseley’s official career. Roberts belongs to that: class 
of men which is contemptuously des ted by the of- 
ficers of the British Army who have always served with 
white troops, as ‘the black officer.” Unlike General White 
Roberts was a great success as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army in India, and it is said that it was at General 
Roberts’s suggestion that Lord Beaconsfield sent those 
macnificent Indian troops to Malta as an intimation that 
if Great Britain had to fight the Russian Bear single 
handed she would do it with the forces of her whole 
Empire. Consequently it may be understood that Lord 
intment to South Africa indicates a wil- 
lingness, at last, to bring native troops from India if 
nec essary.”

CONGRESS GETTING READY FOR WORK. 


Very little has been done by Congress during the last 
week. The various committees on Naval and Military 
Affairs have been considering some of the many bills 
which have been referred to them, but as yet no meas- 
ures have been worked on of any radical nature. The 
Committee on Appropriations has been at work prepar- 
ing a bill for the Army deficiency. It is possible that 
the Democratic members of the House will make this 
measure the excuse for speeches on the subject of the 
cost of war and the cost of maintaining a larger stand- 
ing Army than 25,000 men. Mr. Hull, the chairman 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs, says that 
some measure of a general character relating to the re- 
organization of the Army will be presented to the House 
in the near future. He has al had several con- 
ferences with the officers in authority at the War De-

partment with a view to reaching an understandin 
exactly what is needed in the way of military le 


tion. 
The chairman is of the opinion that the present law 


will do as a tempo: measure, but o to the uncer- 
tainty concerning ‘airs in the Philippine Islands, it

Under this impression, further sale of the = was 
forbidden. On the evening of Oct. 23 and morning of Oct. 
24, 289 enlisted men and two officers were suffering to 
a greater or less extent from ptomaine poisoning. “Tone 
symptoms in the majority of the cases were character- 
ized by abdominal pains, vomiting, diarrhoea, headache, 
muscular weakness and great thirst. All of these symp- 
toms were not manifested in a single case, some one 
or the other being absent. 

In 42 cases headache was very severe, and in 18 cases 
the diarrhoea could not be restrained. All cases mani- 
fested muscular weakness, and in 35 cases there was ex- 
cessive sweating, coldness of the skin with cramps of the 
legs and arms, and aching of the joints with stiffness of 
the extremities, and great restlessness and muscular 
twitching. In 14 cases there was great prostration, very 
fceble wiry pulse. In one of these cases the prostration 
was followed by collapse, which rallied somewhat under 
the use of hot-water bottles to the body, enema or 
brandy, accompanied with hypodermic injections of 
strychnia. He complained of gloat nervousness, and 
died of exhaustion eight hours after attacked. It might 
be well to state that in this particular case there was 
evidence of dissipation, and from small scars on and 
arms, he was undoubtedly addicted to the hypodermic 
use of morphine. He was an old soldier, this being 
his third enlistment, which was a ve mistake, 
as he was physically unable to perform fhe duties of a 
scldier. From the great number of cases we became 
convinced that the cause of the trouble did not exist 
in the use of the canned goods, as I first sup . After 
careful inquiry among the company commanders I found 
that all who were sick ate of the fresh meat issued to 
the men at the 5 p. m. mess, The only two of- 
ficers who were attacked were the only ones who ate at 
this particular mess. One member of the Hospital Corps 
also pastocs of this mess, and was violently ill, the other 
members of the corps not having eaten of the meat, es- 
cxped. We became convinced m the evidence, that 
iu the fresh meat issued to the men at this particular 
mess mentioned above. paar poison e: , and the 
fcllowing letter was addressed by me to the Adjutant of 
the regiment: 

“Sirs—On Oct, 23 and 24, 1899, the epidemic of gastro 
enteritis caused by a poisoning occurred amon 
the troops aboard this transport. Two hundred a 
ninety-one men suffered from th’ ning. The sur- 
geon in charge is convinced that the poison was in the 
fresh meat issued’ to the men on the ev of Oct. 22 
and 23. No doubt of the fact that such poison existed 
in the meat , and while we are of the opinion that 
were the fresh meat now on board properly trimmed and 
dressed there might be no danger in its use, I cann 
under the circumstances, recommend its use on boa 
this transport, thereby jeopardizing ythe health of the

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WHO SHALL BE VICE ADMIRAL? 


The President called together this week the Captains 
of the vessels engaged in the attack on Cervera’s fleet 
during the Spanish War, his purpose being to learn the 
facts directly from them and to ascertain their views. 

President McKinley is anxious to end once and for all 
the disagreeable discussion. He has stated to the friends 
of both Admiral Sampson and Admiral Schley that he is 
perfectly desirous of seeing justice done both officers. 
The question of settling the controversy is regarded as 
essential to the rewarding of other naval officers who 
participated in the destruction of Cervera’s fleet off San- 
tiago and whose names are now before the Senate for 
confirmation. As the matter now stands the friends of 
Admiral Schley insist that if a bill is to be passed creat- 
ing the grade of Vice Admiral for the benefit of Rear 
Adml. Sampson a similar bill should be passed for the 
benefit of Admiral Schley. If the Department will not 
agree upon a bill for Admiral Schley they will oppose the 
passage of one for Admiral Sampson. ‘ 

This was the situation when the President indicated 
to Secretary Long that he should like to hear personally 
the opinions of the officers who commanded the ships in 
the Santiago fight. Aoctomeey orders were issued for 
the following officers to attend a conference with the 
President: Capt. Chadwick, of the New York; Capt. 
Cook, of the Brooklyn; Capt. Clark, of the Oregon; Rear 
Adml. Philip, formerly Captain of the Texas; Capt. 
Evans, of the Iowa; Rear Adml. Higginson, formerly of 
the Massachusetts; Capt. Folger. of the New Orleans, 
and Lieut. Comdr. Wainwright, of the Gloucester. 
Neither Admirals Sampson nor Schley were present. 

The conference lasted for a considerable time. The 
President went into almost every detail of the movement 
of the American vessels during the engagement. Then 
he inquired the opinion of the several officers regarding 
the rewarding of naval officers who participated in the 
fight. Each officer expressed his opinion individually 
and the conclusion was that there should be but one 
Vice Admiral and that should be Admiral Sampson. 

The feeling of some of the naval Captains who partic- 
ipated in the Santiago fight that Admiral Schley should 
not receive any advancement until he explains his con- 
duct of the Santiago campaign previous to the battle in 
which Cervera’s fleet was destroyed has become aoae 
intense within the last few weeks, during which time it 
has been seen that Admiral Schley’s friends are deter- 
mined to insist upon his recognition. The ident was 
assured that these officers preferred that no officer should 
receive advancement until Admiral Schley is to be in- 
eluded without having his conduct inquired into. They 
have determined that Admiral Sampson shall not be made 
a Vice Admiral if Admiral Schley is also to be advanced. 
As one of the officers expressed it, “Any other course 
would be fatal to the standard both of honor and duty in 
the service.” 

The President’s probing into the operations of the fleet 
was the important part of the conference. He desired 
to know just what the officers thought of the movements 
of the vessels from the time they left Key West. He 
particularly asked about the impressions gained by the 
officers from the signaling of Admiral Schley that he was 
going to return to Key West. The officers were at a 
loss to explain this and said that they did not know of 
any reason to return, as they had not been informed 
when they left for Santiago what their destination was. 
Then the President inquired about the Brooklyn’s loop 
and the New York’s position during the operations. 

Capt. Cook acknowledged all responsibility for the 
making of the loop. He was asked why he went to the 
eastward and then to the southward and replied that at 
first he had thought that the Spanish ships were coming 
between the Texas and himself and that his movement 
appeared to be the natural thing to do. He said he di- 
rected the movement and it was concurred in by Commo. 
Schley. 

Capt. Chadwick explained to the President the position 
of the New York. He said that there had heen a gen- 
eral mistake as to the position of the New York in the 
action: that she was but four miles to the eastward of 
her usnal position when she turned; that she was the 
only shin which directed the movements of any of the 
other ships: that she was within gun fire of the Viscaya 
and that Capt. Evans had several times remarked that 
he wondered why she had not fired. The fact was, said 
Capt. Chadwick, that she would have had to fire over 
the Towa, and as the Viscaya was already under fire of 
the Town. Texas, Brooklyn and Oregon, that it was use- 
less for the New York to fire. When the Viseaya crossed 
the howe of the New York standing in shore she was not 
more than half a mile distant; that it was not necessary 
even to use glasses to ohserve the men and their move- 
ments on the decks of the Spanish vessel. This state- 
ment wae made to show that the New York was right 
in the midst of the action. 

To further show that other officers of the other ves. 
sels recognized the nearness of the New York. Capt. 
Evans ssid that he looked for signals from no ship ex- 
cept the New York. After going on deck he looked to see 
where the New York was and saw her already turned 
and coming to the west. At that time she had no sig- 
nals up. Had they been up he could have seen them, 
because he could see the Admiral’s flare and using the 
glass he could even see the stars in the flag. Capt. Tay- 
lor and Capt. Evans both testified that after the action 
began the smoke was too thick to observe any signals 
from the Brooklyn. even had they been hoisted on board, 
as the Brooklyn was so much to their westwerd and the 
intervening ships had heen firing. Cant. Taylor said 
that immediately on observing the New York he at once 
asked the signal officer if he saw any signals from the 
New York and the signal officer replied: “She has none 
up yet sir. I conld see them if there were any.” Both 
Cant. Evans and Cant. Taylor stated they looked entire- 
ly to the New York for orders. They did not look again 
for any signals, as specific orders had been given by the 
Admiral in case the enemy shonld make an exit from the 
harhor. Capt. Clark. of the Oregon, said that he saw on 
the Brooklyn the signal “Follow the flag.” 


FUNERAL AT MANILA OF GENERAL LAWTON. 


The funeral of General Henry W. Lawton, who was 
killed at San Mateo, Dec, 18, was held on the morning 
of Dee, 30, at Manila. The remains were conveyed from 
the Paco Cemetery down to the Luneta, and thence to 
the transport Thomas. As the body was removed from 
the vault Chaplain Marvine read the prayers. The per- 
sonal staff of the late General was angmented by Color 
Sergt. Simon, Trumpeter Haberkam, and Privates Okum 
and Mohrhusen. The latter, who were closely connected 





with General Lawton’s recent campaigns, bore the cas- 
ket from the vault to a six-horsed caisson waiting at the 
gate. 

The funeral procession was composed of the hand of 
the 20th Regiment, General Hall and his staff, two 
troops of the 4th Cavalry, who were with General Law- 
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ton at the time of his death; a battery of artillery, a 
number of clergymen, the caisson, covered with flowers; 
the personal staff of the 1, on foot; Generals 
Wheeler, Watson, Bates, Forsythe, K and Schw: 
and Rear Admiral Watson, in three ges; a nav: 
battalion, Maj. Gen, Otis and his staff, the foreign Con- 
suls, in full dress, and the members of the Philippine 

upreme Court. Native delegations from the towns 
where General Lawton establis civil aovernments ps0. 
sented wreaths. Women from the same towns ted 
on Mrs. Lawton the day before and presented ber with 
their condolences and flowers. Crowds of natives and 
Americans witnessed the procession, the band played 
dirges, and the crowds uncovered. At Pasig the casket 
was transferred to a tug, taps was sounded, and prayers 
were offered by Chaplain Pierce. In the afternoon the 
transport sailed for America, via Nagasaki. Four en- 
listed pallbearers accompany the body. The remains of 
Maj. John A. Logan also are on board.

A PLACE FOR THE LIGHTNING CALCULATOR. 


Our editorial of Dec. 30 seems to have suggested wild 
dreams of coming employment and fame to the 
statistician of the New York “Daily Press.” Quoting 
our statement that “before troops can consider that they 
have been defeated in a stand-up fight, they should on 
historical averages lose certain percentages,” he says: 

“This suggestion is calculated to revolutionize mod- 
ern warfare. No well regulated army in the future will 
be without its statistician. He will be an officer on the 


staff of the General commanding. His rank will cer- 
tainly not be lower than Brigadier General. His duty 
will to keep track of the killed and wounded and have 
his statistics ready for the enlightenment of the com- 
mander-in-chief. en word comes that the right flank 
has been entirely cut to Si and that the Army must 
fall back or be destroyed, the commander will summon 
his faithful statistician. 

“*What is our average in killed and wounded?’ he 


will ask. 

“ ‘Sire, it is only 227-16, which is 69-16 less than 
Waterloo and 89-16 less——’ 

“*Then let the battle go on. I may lose everything 
else. but I will get the record, anyway.’ 

“This opens a wide vista of military glory waiting for 
our lightning calculators and mathematical prodigies. 
The use of these statisticians need not be limited to com- 
manders-in-chief. Every corps, division and brigade 
commander should have one or two, and even the Colo- 
nels should not be deprived of them. The Department 
of Field Statistics ought to be organized at once. Aver- 
ages are no good to a General in action when they are 
made weeks after the fighting. What he needs is the 
figures on the spot. It is plain to be seen that armies 
have through all the centuries been hampered by the 
want of this important department. Our civilization, 
with its love for mathematical exactness, cannot sit etill 
and see battles won by brute force and courage. Aver- 
ages are the thing. The Constantines of the future will 
see a new sign in the sky. It will be a table of aver- 
ages, and in these signs shall they conquer.” 


LATEST FROM MANILA. 


That the storm center of rebellious activity is now in 
the southern part of Luzon is shown by the southward 
movement of the Americans, which began with the New 
Year. This does not indicate that the Filipinos have 
voluntarily sought more favorable grounds for fighting, 
but shows that they are rapidly nearing the last ditch 
state of warfare which precedes final submission. The 
oft-praised nimbleness of the little brown man in Luzon 
is a justification for the suggestion that General Otis 
is going about his present work the way a dog fancier 
gets rid of fleas, by submerging his pet till all but his 
nose is under water. On this dry projection the insects 
take refuge and are easily disposed of. Our soldiers 
have not only driven the rebels out of every stronghold 
in Northern Luzon, but by their hot and unrelenting pur- 
suits have made guerrilla warfare a rather hazardous 
undertaking. The rebels’ only foothold is in the south- 
ern country below Manila, and thither the fugitives have 
betaken themselves. There should be no surprise that 
soldiers of the northern fields of action should now be 
found south of Manila. The men who have been fight- 
ing with Aguinaldo, once they drop their guns, cannot 
be distinguished from harmless natives, and in this 
guise they can make their way to any part of the 
island, thanks to the benign sway of the big-hearted 
Americans, who are averse to holding each little Fili- 
pino as an enemy. - 

The southern advance was begun on the morning of 
Jan. 1. when two battalions of the 39th Infantry oceu- 
nied Cabuyao, which is 24 miles to the sontheast of 
Manila, and is on the shore of Laguna de Bay, about 
five miles north of Calamba. The cunboat Laguna de 
Bay bombarded the town to cover the debarking of the 
troops, who had been transported in cascoes. Shrapnel 
fire from the insurgents greeted the infantrymen as they 
neared the shore. As soon as the Americans formed on 
dry land and prepared for a charge the insurgents evac- 
uated the place, retreating to Santa Rosa. To this place 
they were pursued by the Americans and considerable 
fighting occurred on the road. Through Santa Rosa 
the retiring rebels passed, making Silang, which is some 
miles in the interior, the objective point of their re- 
treat. Twenty-four of the rebel dead were found in one 
house, and 150 prisoners, with four 6-pounder rapid-fire 
guns, were captured. The Americans lost two killed and 
four wounded. They burned the country around Ca- 
buyao. The gunboat returned to Manila for more am- 
munition. This vessel has been quite active of late. 
She recently captured two rebel steam launches and 
four cascoes loaded with rice. : 

If native spies are to he believed. Cavite province is 
swarming with rebels. They report that several thou- 
sand organized insurgents are near Imus, which is 1414 
miles sonth of Manila. They are said to have fine mod- 
ern artillery and strongly intrenched positions. The 
theory is advanced that while Aguinaldo has been mak- 
ing a pretense of organized resistance in the north. he 
has been concentrating his best soldiers and munitions 
in Cavite province. A thousand rebels are reported at 
Novaleta, where the intrenchments have been much 
strengthened since General Schwan’s advence months 
ago. Natives report 600 insurgents at San Francisco de 
Malabon. which is between Imus and the sea. A thon- 
sand rebels are said to be intrenched near Calamba. 
From a dozen to a hundred rebels garrison each of the 
smaller places in the southern part of Cavite province. 
This ground has already been thoroughly fought over by 
the Americans and they will know their way on this 
new advance to the south. 

Guerrilla tactics are being adopted by the insurgent« 
who evacuated the coast towns between Dagunan and 
Vigan, fleeing to the mountains before the advancing 
Americans. ey are returning in small bands to the

They were to have 
been thrown from the high buildings of the Escolta, but 
as the cortege avoided the Escolta the plan was spoiled. 
The natives were prepared for an upris ng by the rumor 
that Aguinaldo had come to the city to ad the faith- 
ful. e American authorities, on learning of the plot, 
prepared for every emergency. Capt. Morrison, who 
commanded the troops in the most turbulent district of 
the city, said he did not fear a general uprising, as 
the natives know this would mean fighting at close 

uarters with the big Americans, and this fs the last 
thing the Filipino wants. It was the quiet but thorough 
precautions of the Americans that prevented serious 
trouble, as documents seized proved that a large num- 
ber of natives were involved in the plot. These papers 
showed that the city had been districted in the most 
thorough manner, with a careful assignment of leaders 
and followers. The Provost Marshal asked for two 
more regiments for the protection of the city.

REVIVING OUR MERCHANT MARINE. 


Those who have been lamenting the decadence of the 
American merchant marine should feel especially chee: 
ful now over the opportunity offered us by the war in 
the Transvaal to regain the position on the seas that 
England managed to wrest from us during the Civil 
War, which paralyzed our trade activities. As long as 
ships were constructed of wood we were able to draw 
from our virgin forests a supply that made it easy for us 
to hold a commanding place on the sea. When the era 
of iron ships came in it unfortunately happened that it 
fell practically coincidentally with the outbreak of the 
Civil War, and thus England with her large knowledge 
of iron manufacture and with energies unfettered by 
war, was enabled to overtake and pass us. Now, how- 
ever, the fortunes of war have given us some advantage, 
and this being coincident with the disposition of Congress 
to show greater liberality to our merchant marine, opens 
a mightier prospect to our shipping interests. 

No war in the history of Europe has ever drawn so 
much upon the great transportation facilities of the ocean 
as the one now occupying the energies of England. 
Nearly every fast transatlantic liner in her merchant 
marine service has been impressed into the transport 
service,,and the effect will be most marked in her carry- 
ing trade. These vessels will not return immediately to 
their former uses at the close of the war. Some will 
have become obsolete, some will be lost, and there wil! 
have been such a shaking up by reason of the war that 
new ships will have to be built to replace many of them. 
Germany is hastening to take advantage of the tide 
which she thinks may set in her direction, and if we 
show eqgeel appreciation of the opportunity and hasten to 
take advantage of it, the United States may secure 
the position she is entitled to as the greatest producing 
country of the world. 

A bill that will help alone that consummation devoutly 
to be wished is H. R. 64, introduced in the House by 
Representative Payne, “to promote the commerce and 
increase the foreign trade of the United States, and to 

rovide auxiliary cruisers, transports and seamen for 

overnment use when necessary.” It provides that after 
July 1 next 1 vessel duly registered by a citizen or 
citizens of the United States, and being at the time en 
gaged in the foreign trade of the Uni States, shall re 
ceive a subsidy in amounts varying with the tonnage an‘ 
the mileage covered. Each entry of a sail or steam ves 
sel will receive one cent and a half per gross ton for 
each one hundred nautical miles not exceeding 1,500 
miles sailed outward bound and one cent per gross ton 
for each additional one hundred nautica! miles sailed. 
Steam vessels which may be suitable for carrying the 
mails of the United States and as auxiliaries in time of 
war will receive a different rate of compensation. For 
a vessel to be entitled to subsidy at least one-fourth of 
her crew must be citizens of the United States or shal! 
come within the provisions of Section 2,174, 
Statutes. The compensation to foreign-built ships ad- 
mitted to American registry is also discussed in bill. 

Though experts may be able to find flaws in the bill, 
there can be no doubt that the principle of the meas- 
ure is sound, both from the standpoint of the merchant 
marine and of the naval auxiliary. We find in these 
latter days of warfare that a powerful auxiliary is a de- 
cided factor in Naval supremacy, and now that the sense 
of National duty is still giciemes by the lessons of the 
Spanish War there would seem to be no more. propitious 
hour than this for giving a fresh stimulus to our lan- 
guishing commercial Navy. 

A Parliamentary return showing the relation between 
expenditure on navies and the commerce the protect 
shows that our ot costs more proportiona to onr 
mercantile tonnage than any other except that of . 
but this is due, not to the size of our naval! e ditures.

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GENERAL ZENAS R. BLISS. 


Maj. Gen. Zenas R. Bliss, U. 8. A., retired, died on 
Jan, 2, after a short illness, at Providence Hospital, in 
Washington, D. C. He was born in Rhode Island and 
graduated from the Military Academy, number 41, in 
the class of 1854. Among his fellow graduates were 
Custis Lee, son of General Robert E. Lee; Generals 
Henry L, Abbot, Thomas H. Ruger, O. O. Howard, Jud- 
son D, Bingham, “Jeb” Stuart, who lost his life in the 
Confederate service in 1864; M. R.-Morgan, of the Com- 
missary Department; Charles G. Sawtelle, Cols. H. W. 


Closson, Loomis L. Langdon, O. D. Green, David H. 
Brotherton and Bens. Thomas J. Treadwell, of the Ord- 


nance 
General Bliss was engaged on frontier service previous 
to the Civil War, and was Captain in the 8th Infantry 


at the time of the surrender of that regiment by Gen- 
eral Bragg to the Texas insurgents. e remained a 
prisoner of war until April 5, 1 In May of that we 
he was appointed Colonel of the 10th Rh Island Vol- 
unteers, transferring Aug. 21, 1862, to the 7th Rhode 
island Volunteers. He remained in command of the 
latter regiment until mustered out of the Volunteer serv- 
ice on June 25, During the Richmond campaign, 
under General Grant, he commanded a brigade of the 
9th Army Corps, and will be remembered as one of the 
victims of the mine disaster under Burnside. He won 
the brevet of Major in the Regular Army for gallant 
and meritorious service at Fredericksburg, and of Colonel 
in the battle of the Wilderness. Following the war he 
served for two months as commander of the district of 
Chester, 8. C., and as Assistant Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen and Abandoned Lands. 
He was appointed Major of the 39th Infantry on Aug. 6, 
1867, and transferred to the 25th Infantry, March 15, 
1869. His promotion to Lieutenant Colonel on March 
{, 1879, carried him to the 19th Infantry, and that of 
Colonel, on April 20, 1886, to the 24th Infantry. He com- 
manded the 24th Infantry until his appointment as Brig- 
adier General on April 25, 1895. On May 14, 1897, Gen. 
Bliss was promoted to Major General and transferred to 
the retired list at his own request after 40 years’ service, 
on the 22d of that month. While with the 25th Infantry 
he divided his services between Ship Island, Miss.; Jack- 
son Barracks, Forts Jackson and St. Philip, La.; Forts 
Ringgold, Dunean, Stockton, Davis, Bliss and Clark, 
‘Tex.; Fort Hayes, Kan.; Fort Supply, 1. T., and Fort 
Bayard, N In personal appearance Genera] Bliss 
was a striking looking man, being six feet or more in 
height and of very heavy build.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Comdr. James W. Carlin, U. 8S. N., who only a few 
days since was detached from command of the Culgoa 
on the Asiatic on actount of sickness, and ordered to the 
hospital at Mare Island, Cal., died at sea Dec. 30.

His service 
included duty on the West Indian, Asiatic, South At- 
lantie and Pacific stations. Comdr. Carlin died on

The Culgoa at the time was eee om 
Australia, whither she had been to get supplies. Comidr. 
Carlin was the Captain of the Culgoa from the time she 
was purchased by Admiral Dewey in March, 1898, for 
use as a supply ship for his squadron. Since the vic- 
tory of Manila Bay Comdr. Carlin has been on duty in 
the Philippines and in the south seas. The ship weut 
to Australia several tim returning to Manila with 
cargoes of frozen beef for the fleet. 

Capt. Clarence L. A. Ingate, U. 8S. M. C., died at 
Guam Dec. 24, 1899, his death resulting from an opera- 
tion for hemorrhoid. He was appointed from Alabama 
May 20, 1884, and graduated July 1, 1890, as 2d Lieu- 
tenant.

Maxwell, it was charged, 
knew of Donaldson’s action, but did not remonstrate 
with him. For this his class met to send him to cov- 
entry. At the first meeting they did not succeed, but 
at the second their efforts to get a two-thirds vote was 
successful. It is charged by friends of Maxwell that 
Admiral McNair influenced the Cadets at the second 
meeting, and Congressman Latimer, of South Carolina, 
appealed to the Secretary of War for the reinstatement 
of Maxwell, who resigned under pressure. It is safe to 
say that Maxwell will not be reinstated if it is shown 
that he was concerned in the Christmas episode.

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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


In the matter of the claim of E. W. Atsinger for extra 
pay as Paymaster’s clerk, U. S. N., Spanish War, the 
Comptroller of the Treasury holds that only Paymasters’ 
cderks appointed to serve with pay officers of the tem- 
porary force of the Navy for the war with Spain, or 
with retired pay officers assigned to active duty during 
the — are entitled to the extra pay granted by the act 
of Mareh 3, 1899, to the officers and enlisted men of the 
temporary force of the Navy. 

In the matter of the claim of — a Mclver for 
extra pay for his service as yang EH . C., in the 
Spanish War and for travel pay, the See he has 
decided that the war was not legally terminated at the 
time of bis application for his discharge. His discharge 
was granted solely for his own convenience at the time 
when he was not entitled to it oF ht. He was there- 
tore not entitled to the extra travel pay claimed. 

ln the case of the widow of oat Blandin, U. 8. N., 
who was lost on the Maine, the claimant insists that 
she cheng be allowed one year’s sea pay of a Lieuten- 
ant, or $2,400, under the bill allowing a year’s pay to 
th witews of officers suffering by that disaster. The 
Comptroller holds that as she has accepted payment of 
the amount allowed by the Auditor, she is precluded 
from now having the action of the Auditor revised on 
appeal by reason of the act which provides that, “Any 
person sconpens payment under a settlement by the 
Auditor shall be thereby precluded from obtaining a re- 
vision of such settlement as to any items upon which 
payment ig accepted.” Lieut. Blandin was allowed and 
received the full pay of Lieutenant.

Ml ij. ipple received the draft Sept. 3, the bank failed 
Sept. 4 and the draft was presented Sept. 5. Payment 
wus refused, whereupon Maj. Whipple canceled his re- 
ceipt and returned the draft to Lieut. Hines. A dividend 
was declared and -Lieut. Hines mailed to Wilson his 
check for $3.53 as his share of said dividend. Private 
Wilson declined to accept the check on the grounds that 
he had a claim against the United States for the full 
- ount. At the time the draft was obtained from the 

rst National Bank of Montana, said bank was a des- 
ignated depository for use of disbursing officers. After 
a at some length the mutual benefit derived 
yy the soldier and the United States by having such de- 
- sits made with Paymasters and admitting that there 
Is some doubt regarding the case, the Comptroller has 

tated it to be his opinion that the United States is 
only liable to the soldier in case of failure to exercise 
ordinary diligence in securing safe means of transmission 
of the fands, and upon all the facts in the case he con- 
cludes that the officers of the United States exercised 
due diligence in the matter and therefore the United 
States is not liable for the amount lost by the soldier 
through the failure of the bank from which the draft 
was obtained. This decision should not be allowed to 
siand. It will strike a serious blow at the confidence in 
the good faith of the Government in inviting soldiers’ 
deposits. The soldier has not had his money, and it is 
. gross violation of good faith to deprive him of it on 
My such flimsy plea as this. 

‘ay Inspector T. Wright has requested the Comp- 
tr illo of the Treasury to give him information as to the 
rate of pay due an officer of the Navy absent on leave 
from other causes than sickness or wounds. It seems 
that Comdr. Delehanty, U. 8S. N., having received leave 
if absence from the Navy Department until June 30, 
1900, and being paid Army pay, the question has arisen 
whether he is entitled to one-half or full pay during the 
. tire time he is on such leave. It has recently been 
held by the Comptroller that an officer of the Navy in 
receiving Army pay and allowances is entitled while on 
leave from causes other than sickness or wounds to full 
bi y only during the 30 days of leave accruing for his 
irst leave year, which leave year began with the date 
when he was placed on Aimy pay and allowances, but 
is entitled only to half pay for the time absent on leave 
during the remainder of the year. It is therefore de- 

led by the Comptroller that Comdr. Delehanty, inas- 

ich as he is necessarily on shore duty during his leave, 
s only entitled to one-half shore pay for time absent in 
cess of the 30 days allowed to him by law.

It is a source of gratification that the family of the late 
General Lawton is to be well provided for through the 
prompt and most generous response to the call for con- 
tributions issued by General Corbin and others. There is 
every prospect of the limit of $50,000 set by the appeal 
being much exceeded before the contributions cease. The 
prompt liberality of the public in this instance has not 
been surpassed in Army history and shows how close to 
the popularu heart is the captain who fulfils the highest 
ideal of the real soldier. In his death, as in his life, Gen- 
eral Lawton has elevated the patriotism of the American 
people. There is little doubt that the bill introduced in 
Congress to grant a pension of $2,500 to Mrs. Lawton 
will be passed, and we are glad to hear that there is a 
disposition in Congress to allow to the widow a full 
year’s pay—$7,500. Col. A. 8. Kimball, A. Q. M. Gen- 
eral, U. 8S. A., was a lifelong friend and admirer of the 
General. In speaking of him Col. Kimball said: “Gen- 
eral Lawton was one of the grandest of soldiers, and 
there is no tribute which I could pay to his memory 
that I would not. It is merely a question of words.”

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OUR NEW BRIGADIDRS. 

As exclusively predicted in the Army and Navy Jour. 
nal, the President has nominated to the Senate Generals 
MacArthur, 8. B. M. Young and William Ludlow to be 
Brigadier Generals in the Regular Army. General J. C. 
Bates has been nominated to be a Major General in the 
Volunteer Army, vice General Lawton, and Genera] 
Loyd Wheaton is brevetted Major General of Volunteers 
for distinguished service in the Philippines. When the 
nominations came up in the Senate for confirmation Mr, 
Pettigrew objected to that of General MacArthur be- 
cause of his rapid promotion. Senators Hawley, Hale 
and Proctor defended it and all were finally confirmed 
Jan. 4. Generals MacArthur, Bates, Young 
and Wheaton have been in the Philippines since 
near the ing of the active operations against the 
insurgents. ey have all performed services of the 
highest order and have participated in numerous decis- 
ive engagements. General MacArthur has been at the 
front since the outbreak of the insurrection and has com- 
manded in many of the important campaigns of the war. 
He is at present the second officer in command in the 
Philippines. ‘The promotion of General Ludlow comes 
in the nature of a reward for services performed in 
Cuba. As has been repeatedly stated in the Journal, 
it is the intention of the Administration to promote or re- 
ward in some manner all those officers who were jumped 
by the promotion of General Wood. General Ludlow is 
at present in command of the Department of Havana. 

General Young enlisted in a Pennsylvania regiment 
in 1861, rose to Colonel of the 4th Pennsylvania Cay. 
and .at the close of the war received brevets from Major 
to” Brigadier General for gallantry in several engage- 
ments. Since the Civil War his service has been most 
excellent in many responsible positions. When the 
Spanish-American war broke out he was appointed Briz- 
adier General of Volunteers and was soon afterwards 
promoted to Major General. At the end of the war he 
was mustered out, but in April, 1899, was again appoint- 
ed Brigadier General of Volunteers. His distinguished 
service in the Philippines for several months past is too 
well known to need repetition. 

General MacArthur served during the Civil War as an 
officer of Wisconsin Volunteers, attaining to the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel, receiving the brevets of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Colonel for gallantry in many bat- 
tles. In 1866 he was appointed 2d Lieutenant 17th Int., 
rose to Captain and was appointed to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department in 1899, becoming Lieutenant Colonel 
in 1896. In May, 1898, he was appointed Brigadier 
General of Volunteers and in the following August was 
promoted to Major General. His record in the Philip 
pines has been unsurpassed and he has well earned the 
Brigadier’s star. 

General Ludlow was graduated from West Point in 
1864, promoted to the Engineers and served with the 
20th Army Corps under General Hooker in the Atlanta 
campaign in 1864, and Chief Engineer of the left wing of 
General Sherman’s army in Savannah and the Carolinas 
campaign in 1864-5, and received brevets from Captain 
to Lieutenant Colonel for gallantry in battle. He was 
Chief Engineer of the Department of Dakota in the 
Black Hills and Yellowstone expeditions, and later had 
charge of various works of fortifications and river and 
harbor improvements on the Atlantic coast. He was 
Chief Engineer of the Philadelphia Water Worke by 
permission of Congress from 1883 to 1886, and was at 
different times engineer of various boards having charge 
of fighthouses and great lake improvements. From 1893 
to 1896 he was U. 8. Military Attaché at London, and in 
1895 was President of the Nicaraguan Canal Commis- 
sion. In May, 1898, he was appointed Brigadier Gen- 
eral of Volunteers and afterwards Major General. Being 
mustered out, he was again appointed Brigadier Gen- 
eral of Volunteers April 13, 1899. As Commander of the 
Department of Havana. for some time past, he has en- 
hanced his already high reputation.

The twentieth annual report of the Government Indian 
School, by Maj. R. H. Pratt, U. 8. A., Superintendent 
of the school, tells us that the number of pupils has 
grown from 147 in 1879 to 970 now. During the twenty 
years of the school’s existence 3,783 Indian youths were 
entered, of whom 2,328 were boys and 1,455 girls. The 
total number of graduates thus far is 209. Not ever 30 
per cent, turned out are classed as “bad,” and there were 
only two criminals. Students’ earnings for the past 
year amounted to $25,752.76. The department of gym- 
nastics was quite a factor in preserving the good health 
of the school. In conclusion, Maj. Pratt says: “I say the 
only way to break up tribalism is to break it up. This 
may, and no doubt will, interfere with the plans of eth- 
nologists, but it will help the Indian out of the con- 
sumer and into the producer class, and bring the end of 
an appropriation of seven or eight millions annually for 
his support. Maj. Pratt has been for many years doing 
excellent work with this school, and we congratulate 
him on the successful result of his year’s labor.

OUR ARMY SURGEONS. 

The prompt way the leading medical journals have ad- 
vocated the passage of the bill for the increase of the 
Medical Department of the Army is a complete vindica- 
tion of the argument of necessity that has been ad- 
vanced in behalf. of the measure.. Doctors’ work being 
largely of a non-spectacular-and private character, the 
full seope of their responsibilities and duties may not 
be patent to the lay mind, but the men of the profession 
are able to form an accurate opinion of them, Their in- 
dorsement may therefore be considered as offsetting any 
objection that can be raised to the bill. We do not ex- 
pect, however, that well informed members of Congress, 
either in committee or in open session, will raise any 
serious objection to the proposed law. 

The uecessity for a medical department entirely ade- 
quate to the needs of the service ought to be plain to any 
one who has followed events since the beginning of the 
Spanish war. What has been demonstrated by the logic 
of facts is that we need a body of medica! practitioners 
whose experience and training have been of a military 
character. As the Army and Navy Journal has often 
pointed out, even the best civilian physician may fall far 
short of success in the Army where different qualities 
are called into play, especially the executive faculty. The 
civilian practitioner deals with the individual; the Army 
surgeon with masses of men. The former’s decision 
largely ends with the particular case; the latter is called 
upon to decide questions that the very next minute may 
involve the lives of hundreds of soldiers. Im one case 
the primary requisite is reflection, thought. In the other 
there must be a union of reflection and action. 

The development of sanitary science has given added 
importance to the role of the Army Surgeon. He is no 
longer merely a healer; he is now a preventer. In this 
latter capacity, in which the humblest Army surgeon may 
be called at any hour to act, the necessity of military 
knowledge is unquestioned. The location and disposition 
of camps, the apportionment of men, the treatment of 
refuse, and the thousand and one details that make for 
the health of the soldier must be treated in accordance 
with the letter and spirit of military regulations, and 
that doctor, everything else being equal, will be the best 
Army surgeon who understands them best. 

The improved ambulance service, the more rapid com- 
munication nowadays between the firing line and the 
hospital; throw upon the surgeon greater and more sud- 
den responsibilities than in the old days when the 
wounded were brought in slowly, and call for qualities 
of decision and promptness that are best developed in 
practical Army life. 

The increasing humanity of war, which peace advo- 
cates do not hesitate to claim as the results of their 
efforts in the direction of bullet modifications, will on 
close analysis yield a larger guerdon of glory to the 
modest medical man who working in secret neither 
seeks nor receives the applause given to the Phari- 
sees on the house tops. Diminished loss of life in battle 
is to-day to be credited more to scientific treatment of 
wounds received than to the shape of this or that bullet 
or to the visionary fulminations of peace congresses. 

We are coming nearer every year to the true apprecia- 
tion of the heroic part of the surgeon’s labors. We are 
more clearly seeing that the hand that wields the allevi- 
ating scalpel, or administers the soothing potion, may 
strike as nobly for victory as the colossal figure striding 
up and down the firing line. During the epidemics of 
fever in the Spanish war, our surgeons worked day and 
night, debilitating their systems until in many cases they 
themselves fell victim to the disease. Those were sacri- 
fices of patriotism not the less noble becausé made with- 
out the stimulus of momentary excitement and for the 
salvation of others. Perhaps it would not be altogether 
unfortunate if the bill should cause some debate in Con- 
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gress, to the end that the champions of our Army sur- 


geons might place before the country the real service 


they have done and the greater service a wise provision 
now will enable them to perform in the greater days to 
come. } 

No training so nearly simulates the soldier’s as that of 
the medical profession. The doctor must hold himself 
at all time in readiness for the call of duty, as the sol- 
dier does, and must, like the soldier, accept without com- 
plaint or hesitation the risks to life and health attending 
the discharge of duty. It is not alone on the field of 
battle that the medical man runs these risks. They 
come to him in the course of an ordinary medical prac- 
tice; he must often go where he will permit no one else 
to go, because of the danger of infection from deadly 
disease. The record of Army surgeons, from the days 
of Napoleon’s Baron Larrey until now has been one that 
honors their profession and 1 dignifies humanity. 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF GENERAL OTIS. 


As we consider the military genius that reveals itself 
in the long articles from the newspaper men at the front 
in the Philippines, we are impressed with the mistake 
the Government has made in Luzon by not having our 
military operations there conducted under direction of 
a council of war correspondents, having plenary power 
in all such insignificant functions as making treaties, 
disposing of armies, raising of supplies, etc. We are more 
than ever impressed with the advantage, the beauty 
even, of this plan on reading in the January “Scribner’s” 
the article entitled “White Man and Brown Man in the 
Philippines.” It is by Frederick Palmer, who represent- 
ed a New York paper in the Philippines, 

Mr. Palmer thinks that diplomacy or stage disguises 
were needed to get control of the Tagalog. He contrasts 
the insurgent General Luna eating his meals with a cut 
glass dinner service and Generals Lawton and MacAr- 
thur eating hardtack and tomatoes out of a can. Gen- 
eral Luna was not necessarily vain; he merely under- 
stood the native awe of power, and the dinner service 
represented power, Mr. Palmer doesn’t suggest it open- 
ly, but there are intimations here and there that he 
thinks such uniforms as those of the Old Guard of New 
York city or the Ancient and Honorable Artillery of 
Boston would have been more overwhelming than our 
Gatlings and Krags. Perhaps, indeed, a dress suit would 
mean more to the unsophisticated mind of the Islander 
than a plain khaki uniform, 

Through Mr. Palmer’s dissertations there runs ‘is 
thought: 

_ a! the poor Tagal whose untutored brain 
““ Sees power in things that we would but disdain. 

Admiral Dewey basking in the sun on the glistening 
quarter deck in the distant bay inspired feelings of ad- 
miration and confidence in the Tagal breast that not even 
warfare was abie entirely to change. 

We see how easily this Council of War Correspondents 
would have settled the flag controversy as we read Mr. 
Palmer’s statement that there was “no reason why the 
Filipinos should not have been allowed to fly a special 
flag with some particular insignia, fastened to the Amer- 
ican flag as a background. Our flag was theirs, and it 
was only a step to make their army ours.” In bringing 
about this happy grafting of color upon Old Glory the 
Council would not have been restrained by any of the 
considerations thet hampered General Otis, such as the 
realization that he has no more power to make a crazy 
quilt out of the national flag than the veriest tramp in 
America. 

Some day our correspondents will understand that our 
Generals are not Alexanders, Caesars and Napoleons 
in autocratic power; that they must give an accounting 
for every pound of supplies that passes through their 
hands; that they cannot levy an army, but must depend 
on the soldiers sent to them; that above them stand al- 
ways the President and Congress, and that though they 
should be covered with gold lace a foot thick they are in 
the last analysis only the servants of the people, who 
may be inclined to hold them to a stricter judgment for 
any error in their accounts than for a defeat in the field. 

It might be very nice, indeed, if General Otis could 
sanction the piecing a Filipino flag into the Stars and 
Stripes and General Wood could do the same for the 
Cuban flag, but it might soon be so that we could not 
tell our own banner when we saw it and Mr. Palmer, 
languishing in a Turkish prison for exposing Armenian 
atrocities, might continue to sigh for freedom, even 
though the harbor of Constantinople should look like a 
rainbow with the variegated colors of American flags in 
the roadstead. How Mr. Palmer would look throngh 
his prison bars at the prismatic display on our warships 
and yearn for the day when our flag was one thing and 
meant but one thing. 

Mr. Palmer’s criticisms of General Otis deal with his 
excess of work rather than his shirking of it, but this 
point has been made before against our Commander in 
Luzon. He insists that if we had given General Otis 
half a dozen rapid-fire guns instead of the solitary one 
from the Navy, he could last spring have spared a regi- 
ment from Manila for Dagupan and Wheaton’s campaign 
from the Lingayen Gulf could have been carried through 
by General Funston. 

Mr. Palmer’s observations on the volunteers are very 
keen. He noticed the loose discipline among them. This 
arises, he says, from the fact that the officers come 
from the same locality as the men. He records this 
incident: 

“Major, by G——,” said a strapping man of the North 
Dakotas to Fraine, who kept his battalion wonderfully 
in hand, “when you get that uniform off and we get 
home, either you'll lick me or F'll lick you.” 

Mr. Palmer sees no possibility of the Filipinos being 








equal to self-government and declares that the halt- 
breed leaders aim at a half-breed oligarchy, On the whole, 
Mr. Palmer's criticisms, explained as they are the 
statements of facts accompanying. them, are ris them, 
selves a vindication of General Otis. 


Why the unjust and uncalled-for criticism of this officer 
tinues, it is utterly impossible to state, especially 
the most excellent manner in which the campaign 
has been conducted under his direction. The Adminis- 
tration, the officials of the War Department, and the ob- 
serving and thinking classes of the country are satisfied 
with General Otis and have nothing but praise for his 
management of affairs at Manila. Yet it still seems 
necessary that a statement of facts concerning the Phil 
ippine War be given for the benefit of those not so well 
informed. 

Up to the present time the American arms in the Phil- 
ippines have not suffered one defeat, but on the contrary, 
have won victories innumerable. The war against 
Aguinaldo and his so-called army has been pushed from 
the outset in a most skillful manner, until now the count- 
less number of victories have culminated in the complete 
demoralization and disorganization of the native forces, It 
must be remembered that General Otis had many diffi- 
culties of a most serious nature to overcome at the out- 
break of hostilities. On foreign soil, with an army con- 
sisting largely of volunteers unused to the strict mili- 


climated, he had to face a fairly well-armed army of na- 
tives greatly outnmumbering the American force under his 
command. Shortly after General Otis felt himself in a 
position to actively begin operations on a large scale, the 


year. As a result of this care comparatively little sick- 
ness was noticeable among our troops and what there 
was was bandied in a most military manner. “' 

It has been repeatedly stated by the eneties of Gen- 
eral Otis that he was never at the front with the troopa: 
This is false. On many occasions he was with the Army 
before the enemy making suggestions and personally see 
ing that his orders were carried out and that his well 
laid plans were followed. It is not of the slightest con- 
sequence, however, where he was ‘so long as he was 
Where he could best direct military operations. He 
could not spread himself over the whole island of Luzon. 

In the city of Manila, where the greatest care had to 
be exercised to prevent an outbreak among the hundreds 
of natives in sympathy with the insurrection, Gereral 
Otis’s management was perfect. Through his energy he 
brought order out-of chaos and so thorough was the po- 
licing of the city’ that ‘the wives and families of thé 
American officers lived in perfect confidence.. From a 
dirty pest hole, Manila was made one of the clean» 
est cities in that part of the world.

At a recent meeting of the Naval Board of Construc- 
tion designs for the largest battleships ever projected 
for the American Navy were agreed upon. For several 
months this board has been at work on the question of 
these three battleships and it has required considerable 
ae a ee the Te - ~4 of battery, —:

ADMIRAL MONTOJO’S DEFENCE. 

The defence of Admiral Montojo, who commanded the 
Spanish fleet in the battle of Manila Bay, is a scathing 
arraigrment of the incapacity of his Government. He 
claims that Admiral Dewey kept out of range of the 
Spanish guns—a proceeding which Montojo refers to as 
“a retreat.” He then says: 

“The only preparation that had been made for war was 


made by the Americans, who were businesslike, and ar- 


ranged everything with pencil and paper. The initial 
velocity of our cannon was 510 meters; that of the small- 
est cannon of our enemy was meters. Admiral 
Dewey, with pencil in hand, noted the thickness of his 
ae and his casements, and knew what energy was 
uired to penetrate them. He also knew ex the 
wi t of the most powerful pro ectile of our ships, and 
by a simple mathematical calculation he artived at the 
distance at which he | ya fight without himself receiv- 
ing any harm. Thus he ascertained that he could fight 
at a distance of 2,000 or 3,000 meters with absolute iin- 
punity. The situation, therefore, was just this: We 
were vulnerable to all the projectiles of the enemy, and 
this the enemy well knew, while he got ont of seach of 
our cannon and remained out of reach all the while.” 

This is certainly a high tribute to the ability of Ad. 
miral Dewey as an officer. 

“In order to give an idea of our miserable sitnation I 
may mention that we had only fourteen torpedoes for the 
defence of 2; meters of pace and oat the cable, 
which we obtained in bi ge b.. ong was only | enough 
for five torpedoes, and therefore only he tepehees 
could be placed.”

NATIONAL GUARD AND NAVAL MILITIA, 


Governor Roosevelt, of New York, in his annual mes- 
sage, in referring to the National Guard and Naval 
Militia, says: 

“I call attention to the report of the Adjutant General 
on the National Guard and Naval Militia of the State. 
The new code has worked great improvement. In some 
matters of organization, notably in reference to the de- 
tail of line officers to serve for a time in staff positions, 
the organization of the National Guard of New York is 
ahead of the organization of the United States Army. 

The Spanish war had resulted in great disorganization 
of the Guard, and an immense amount of work had to 
be done to re-establish it upon an efficient basis. Tits 
has been done, and the Guard has never been more ef- 
ficient than at present. It is to be hoped that in a com- 
paratively short time the National Government will be in 
a position to arm the Guard with the rifle used in the 
Regular Army. 

During the last year the Guard has been called upon 
to furnish New York’s quota of officers for service in 
the Volunteer regiments of the Army. All of the of- 
ficers thus recommended were men who had served in the 
Spanish war. The report sent to the Secretary of War 
was based solely upon the records of the officers, no at- 
tention being paid any other considerations whatsoever 
save those of military fitness. Most of those thus recom- 
inended were appointed by the President. The rank and 
tile of the Guard had within the year sent hundreds of 
men into the Regular and Volunteer Army gathered for 
service in the Philippines. 

During the summer of 1899 the first — have been 
taken to give the State troops practical work in the field. 
Regiments were sent to the State camp at Peekskill, and 
from that point were given marches in the neighborhood 
of several days’ duration with field equipment only. The 
regiments should receive practical instructions by actual 
marching, cooking, camping, sanitation, outpost duties and 
field exercises over rough country. Soldiers must be able to 
take care ‘of themselves under the conditions of a cam- 
paign, and this they cannot learn unless they cook their 
own food, pitch their own tents and perform for them- 
selves all the other duties incident to their profession. 
The mortality in the Spanish war shows how infinitely 
less dangerous to the lives of the soldiers are the bullets 
of the enemy than diseases caused by bad sanitation and 
failure to understand how to cook and live in the open. 

Furthermore, it is very much to be wished that means 
could be taken to provide the most ample facilities for 
rifle practice. The United States must depend upon its 
citizen soldiery in the event of a great war. If the men 
already know how to march, to take cover, to live in the 
open and to shoot, and always provided that they under- 
stand the absolutely vital importance of discipline and 
obedience to orders, then the technical training can be 
mastered with comparative ease by Volunteers as intel- 
ligent, as brave and as self-reliant as those who make 
up American armies. It would be a good thing if there 
were a rifle range in every village of this State, as there 
is in Switzerland. Moreover, it should be remem 
that target practice proper is but the alphabet of the 
soldier’s marksmanship. He should also practice assid- 
uously under conditions as nearly as possible like those 
of actual warfare; “terrainschiessen,” as it is called in 
the German Army, is indispensable to effectiveness. In 
any event, every company of the National Guard should 
receive all possible encouragement in rifle practice. In 
a battle the only bullets that count are those that hit. 

The Naval Militia make a particularly valuable branch 
of the service. They deserve the highest praise for the 
way they do their difficult work. The drill that the 
Naval Militia receives is most practical in character. It 
is greatly to be desired that the 2d Naval Battalion 
should have an armory. Every cogertaaiy should be 
given to, and should be sought by, the officers and men 
of the National Guard and Naval Militia seriously to 
study and master both the theory and practice of_their 
temporary profession. One of the officers of the Guard 
is going abroad with the s al purpose of seoering he 
relation of the Regulars, Volunteers and militia in ng- 
land; special studies of this kind have great value. In 
addition, we should know the methods of administration 
and of field practice which mark the most efficient mod- 
ern armies.”

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BRITISH OCEAN SEIZURES. 

It is to be hoped that the instructions cabled by Sec- 
retary Hay to Ambassador Choate to protest against the 
British seizure on the high seas of American shipments 
of flour destined for Delagoa Bay will be sufficient to 
prevent further unpleasantness of that kind. Besides 
appreciating the value of American friendship at this 
crucial period, England should remember that we are 
peculiarly sensitive about the sanctity of neutral ships 
on the high seas in case of war and went to war largely 
on that issue in 1812. Our neutrality has so far been 
scrupulously observed and has more sympathy in it than 
ever Great Britain’s neutrality contained during our 
Civil War. England can rest assured that no Geneva 
award will grow out of our lack of honesty in enforcing 
neutrality. Our war in the Philippines furnishes an il- 
lustration that English statesmen might well ponder. 
What would be the feeling among Victoria’s subjects 
if one of Admiral Watson’s warships should seize and 
search a vessel going to Hong Kong because she was 
suspected of having cannon on board, even though there 
might be no question that much of naldo’s artillery 
finds it way to him from Hong Kong? The lish na- 
tion would probably be in as hot a ferment as were 
during the Civil War when our seizure of two - 
erate emissaries going abroad under the British flag 
nearly arrayed on the Confederate side the strength of 
the United Kingdom.

RAPID-FIRE GUNS FOR THB ARMY, 

The shipment of 18 15-pound guns to the Sandy Hook 
proving grounds from the factories of the Driggs-Sea- 
bury Gun and Ammunition Company, at Derby, Conn., 
was begun on Jan. 2. These guns are destined for a 
new scheme of mine field and harbor defense, and are an 
addition to the 20 6-pounders and two 15-pound coast 
defense guns, which, with their ammunition, have been 
delivered on contract during the past two months. Ali 
these guns are part of an order for 180 gun8. One 
hundred 15-pounders and 40 6-pounders are still to be 
delivered, and the company is also working on an order 
for 40 more guns. ith each gun are furnished 
rounds of ammunition, in the form ot 150 steel shells, 
100 shrapnel and 50 cast-iron shells. 

Each 15-pound gun weighs 9,780 pounds, and costs 
$6,000. It is 13 feet long, mounted stationary, and has 
no carriage. This type of gun has been officially adopted 
by the United States as the standard for coast defense. 
According to the new plan of defense, the. smaller guns, 
6-pounders, are mounted near water level, with the larger

BLOODY BATTLE IN VENEZUBLA. 


(From the Kansas City (Mo.) Journal.)

THE NAVAL GUNS AT LADYSMITH. 


The naval men were the heroes on the British side in 
the early fighting at Ladysmith. There has been much 
speculation as to the exact character of the guns they 
used to save the British army from a terrible cutting 
up from several 40-pounders, with which the British field 
artillery was outranged. ‘The naval guns came from 
H. M. 8S. Powerful and Tartar, commanded by Capt.

The ordinary field gun in use in the army is a 15- 
pounder, of even lighter weight and less power than the 
above. It does not use metal cartridges, and is not a 
quick-firer, differing in this from the 4.7 and 12-pounder 
naval, Its range is very much shorter from the fact that 
its projectile is shrapnel. The batteries of artillery in 
South Africa were not supplied with lyddite shell. 
however, is carried in the British warships, and was 
taken up to the front with the naval guns. The prob- 
lem was so to adapt these naval guns as to fit them for 
movement on land. The naval carriages are too heavy 
and are immobile, being bolted down to the ship’s struc- 
ture. The ingenuity of Capt. Scott of the Terrible over- 
came the oealty, With the aid of Lieut. F. C. A. 
Ogilvy and Asst. Engr. Roskruge, he designed field car- 
riages of rough and simple construction. 

A pair of wagon wheels were picked up, a balk of tim- 
ber used as a trail, and in twenty-four hours a 12- 
pounder was ready for land service. Capt. Scott then 
designed a mounting for a 4.7-inch naval gun by sim- 
pl folting a ship’s mounting down on to four pieces of 
a, Experts declared that the 12-pounder would smash 
up the trail, and that the 4.7-inch would turn a somer- 
sault; the designer insisted, however, on a trial. When 
it took place nothing of the kind happened except that 
at extreme elevation the 12-pounder shell went 9,000 
yards, and the 4.7-inch (lyddite) projectile 12,000 yards. 
Che seamen showed their sense of humor by the epi- 

rams which were affixed to the pieces. One of the 

.7-inches bore the legend: “Who sups with me will need 
a devil of a long spoon.” One of the 12-pounders was 
inscribed: “Lay me true and load me tight; The Boers 
will soon be out of sight.” 


THE BOERS’ GREAT FIELD GUNS. 

The fine artillery practice of the Boers in the recent 
battles is said to be due to their possession of the 
Schneider-Creuzot 14-pounder, made by the French. 
This gun weighs six cwt., is 8 feet 2 inches long, has a 
caliber of 2.96, carries a shrapnel shell weighing 14% 
pounds, and containing 234 bullets, and has a muzzle ve- 
locity of 1,837 feet per second. The maximum range is 
4,500 yards. With quick-firing’attached it can be fired 


from 8 to 10 rounds a minute. The 12-pounders of the 
British Horse Artillery and the 15-pounders of the Field 
Artillery are inferior to the Boer gun, at least on ae 
The London “Navy and Army Illustrated” calls the 
Schneider a formidable gun indeed. 

The Boer weapon presents some striking points of su- 
periority, notably in rapidity of fire, > muzzle veloc- 
ity, and effective range with shrapnel. It is a quick-fir- 
ing gun proper, the gun being attached to a cradle slid- 
ing on the- lower carriage, the recoil of which is absorbed 
by a hydraulic buffer. The gun is fired in the unlim- 
bered position, and a y wy equip with springs, is 
attached to the end of the trail to further check the re- 
coil of the lower carriage. The gun is provided with 
traversing gear, which enables the layer to train it 
through an angle of three degrees on each side inde- 
pendently of the trail, while with the maximum angle 
of elevation, 20 degrees, it is claimed that it can throw 
a projectile 8,744 yards.
